The Detroit Free Press re cords a most 
brutal oiítrage periietrnted by a gams of 
amalgamating negroes upon two citizens qf 
tbe township of Ilam tram ack, named Lyucli 
and Drinidy. 
-

The particulars arcíllese: Lynch, who is 
á farmer, has in liis employ, a hired man 
named Drinidy, who some time since sur­ 
prised and 
exposed the amalgamating 
amours o f the' leader of a gang of negroes 
in that vicinity. 
Determined on revenge,, 
the negro in question, with four comrades,- 
armed i?'th axes and knives, entered the 
bouse of Lynch about 11 o’clock at night, 
and commenced to harangue the hired 
man for daring to question the propriety of 
amalgamating intrigues. and stating that he 
was as good as any white m an.,, Lynch, 
thinking that was not the liriur nor place 
for a discussion of these questions, request­ 
ed thq party to leave tbe house. They not 
only refused to leave, but imntgdiately com­ 
menced an attack upon the ’ household, 
using ¡their deadly weapons with an energy 
which' showed conclusively their object was 
murder. 
' 
' 
Poor Lynch was rendered insensible al­ 
most immediately after the'm elee com­ 
menced, the cowardly ruffianq beating him 
most .inhumanly while he lay upon the 
floor, to all appearances a corpse. Mi. 
Drinidy; howdver, ju st os one of the m ur­ 
derers had aimed a deadly ¡blow at the 
prostrate form upon the floor, [succeeded in 
wrenching the axe from hit grasp, and 
turned furiously upon liis assailan'ts, when 
the whole gang fled in fear from tho scene 
of carnage. Had it not been for the courage 
and almost superhuman exertion* of Mr. 
Drinidy, there is no doubt but Lynch would 
have been torn to pieces by Ute infuriated 
savages. 
A sjtis, it is'p 'm attd r of uncer­ 
tainty whether he will recover. 
The names of the negroes we have not as 
yet ascertained. Three o f the men have 
escaped to Canada. The other two are 
still at large in the neighborhood. W arrants 
have been issued.for the arrest of the whole 
gang, and it is probable that some of them 
at least will he brought to justice. 
The neighborhood in winch Jllis horrible 
affair occurred is completely overrun with 
these barbarous wretches, and it Is said that 
they are getting to be insolent, overbearing 
nnd perfectly lawless since tbe issue of the 
President’s proclamation, wldoh they con­ 
strue into the belief that they are privileged 
by its provisions to do ju st about as they

Lynch, 


thinking that was not the hour nor place 
for a discus-bion of these questions, request- 
ed the party to leave the house. They not 
only refused to lenve, but immediately com- 
menced an attack upon the ' household, 
using their d»a<lly weapons with an energy 
which showed conclusively their object was 
murder. 


Poor Lynch was rendered insensible al- 


most immediately after the melee com- 
menced, the cowardly ruffians beating him, 
most inhumanly while he lay upon the 
floor, to all appearances a corpse.
